General  Information 

Tickets:  Students  are  allocated  approximately  12,000  tickets.  Each  full-time  student  can  pick  up 
two  tickets  for  each  home  game.  If  all  tickets  have  been  distributed,  full-time  students  will  be  ad¬ 
mitted  by  presenting  their  activity  card.  No  students  will  be  turned  away. 

Activity  Cards:  All  students  who  desire  to  pick  up  tickets  must  be  enrolled  full-time  and  have  an 
activity  card  with  a  current  activity  sticker. 

Spouse  Card:  Spouses  may  pick  up  tickets,  but  they  must  present  a  current  spouse  card  and  their 
spouse's  current  student  activity  card. 

Guest  Passes:  Guest  passes  will  be  sold  at  the  southeast  stadium  box  office.  The  box  office  will 
open  the  day  before  the  game  from  3:30  to  5:30  and  two  hours  before  gametime.  A  guest  pass  ad¬ 
mits  a  nonstudent  without  a  student  activity  card.  A  student  may  purchase  a  guest  pass  for  one  or 
both  of  the  tickets  they  are  allotted  but  additional  tickets  cannot  be  allotted  for  guests. 

Group  Seating:  Students  who  wish  to  sit  together  should  pick  up  tickets  together. 

Distribution 

1.  Random  Selection:  1000  below  concourse  tickets  are  available  to  students  who  desire  below 
concourse  seating,  but  don’t  want  to  stand  in  line.  Random  selection  sign  up  will  be  conducted  on 
the  Monday  before  each  home  game  in  the  EL  WC  Ballroom.  Sign  up  sheets  will  be  available  bet¬ 
ween  7:30  am  and  2:00  pm. 

Selection:  A  computer  will  randomly  select  500  social  security  numbers  from  the  sign  up  list.  The 
list  of  selected  numbers  will  be  posted  Wednesday  at  the  ELWC  information  desk  and  the 
ASBYU  receptionist  desk.  (ELWC,  4th  floor) 

Pick-up :  Students  who  were  selected  must  pick  up  their  tickets  between  7:30  am  and 3:30  pm  on 
the  day  before  each  home  game  at  the  Northeast  Marriott  Center  box  office. 

2.  Priority  One:  Below  concourse  seating  will  be  distributed  on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis. 
Students  may  enter  the  center  gate  on  the  west  side  of  the  football  stadium  anytime  after  2:00  pm 
on  the  DA  Y  BEFORE  the  game.  Tickets  will  be  distributed  at  4:30  pm 

3.  Priority  Two  Leftover  priority  one  tickets,  above  concourse  seating  and  reserved  end  zone 
seating  will  be  distributed  beginning  four  hours  before  gametime  at  the  southeast  stadium  box  of¬ 
fice.  Priority  two  pickup  will  not  require  you  to  stand  in  a  long  line.  Pick  up  should  normally  re¬ 
quire  a  minimal  amount  of  time. 

4.  Cardstunt:  Cardstunt  passholders  must  pick  up  their  tickets  at  the  Northeast  Marriott  Center 
box  office  on  the  day  before  the  game.  The  box  office  will  be  open  between  7:30  am  and  3:30  pm.
